Edmonton's street railway system 
is on the up grade in respect to traffic. 
There is more business in prospect than 
it will be able to handle when cold 
weather comes, at least during the rush 
hours. Wherefore the city commission- 
ers are asking businessmen whether 
some offices could not open later than 
others, thus lengthening the rush per- 
iod in the morning and evening. And 
they request housewives to do their 
shopping early and get home before the 
employees of stores and other estab- 
lishments swarm onto the cars from 
five o'clock on. This suggestion applies 
also of course to men whose time is 
their own and who can do their tra- 
velling in the off hours. 

The town is growing. That is the 
very gratifying root-cause of the 
trouble. Habits and regulations will 
have to change to meet the new condi- 
tions satisfactorily—in the use of street 
cars as in many other directions. The 
street railway could take care of at 
least fifty per cent more passengers, 
with greater comfort for everybody, if 
the traffic could be spread evenly over 
the operating day. This is not possible, 
but a substantial approach can be made 
to the ideal condition if those who are 
free to make out their own time-tables 
arrange to travel at other than the 
peak hours and thus avoid the rush.

But a few reports giving specific in- 
stances in which the enemy has been 
frustrated, or has been dealt a telling 
blow, would give this faith a realistic 
touch and a grip on the public con- 
sciousness it could not otherwise have. 

The remarkable fact is that most of 
the men aboard our little warships 
never saw the sea until they enlisted. 
The folks back home, and the nation at 
large, like to be told when some of our 
inland seamen do something out of the 
ordinary. Thé propaganda value of 
this publicity should not be lost. Let 
us have more reports of particular 
achievements when these can be pub- 
lished without military imprudence.

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Non-Interventionists In America Have No Common Purpose

The December number of Scribner's 
Commentator, our leading outright pro- 
Nazi cation, begins with a tribute to 
Lindbergh's Des Moines speech and an 
attack on the “ludicrous skedailing” from 
the ranks of America First. Scribner's 
Commentator believes

half-truths.” Scribner's

It js not inapropos at this time, to point 
out a few parallels that reveal the great 
danger of false alliances in internal poli- 
tics, in a time of crisis. For these false 
alliances, made for the purpose of a com- 
man opposition, but without the funda- 
mentsof common purpose have invariably 
ended with the radical group destroying 
its fellow travellers. 

There was the false alliance of the Ger- 
man conservatives with the German Nazi 
The conservatives were not Nazis, or if 
they were, had their own conservative 
idea of what Nazism was. They shared 
with the Nazis a common opposition to the 
left, to certain trade unions practices, to 
the communists, and to the reckless weak- 
ness of the Weimar Republic. They had 
the idea that they could “control” the 
radical elements, who, after all, came out 
of what they themselves considered the 
gutters of politics, but were “useful” with 
the masses. 

General Schleicher and Hermann Rau- 
schning were conservatives. As everyone 


knows the one was assassinated in the 
June purge. Hermann Rauschning is an 
exile. 


False Alliance 


There was the false alliance of the Da- 
ladier government with the extreme right- 
groups. It began in the summer of 
1938 when the Daladier government threw 
out the left wing members, although the 
left had a majority in the Chamber and 
in the country. 

On an internal issue, Daladier obtained 
a’ majority by accepting Flandin’s back- 
ing: apparently he intended thereafter to 
obtain a majority now with a vote of the 
right, and now with a vote of the left. But, 
eventually he became the prisoner of the 
right. 

The situation climaxed in the general 
strike provoked only to be suppressed, and 
from then on France was hopelessly di- 
vided along class and party lines.

Internal Peace 


There is no such thing as one hundred 
per cent unity, but there ought to be such 
a thing as a negotiated peace—why not 
begin first in America, which desperately 
needs a negotiated internal peace—be- 
tween, let us say, Mr. Hoover and myself. 
We both hate fascism and love America. 
That is more than can be said of Mr. 
Lindbergh. 

A democracy can only survive the pres- 
ent world crisis on the broadest possible 
basis of agreement, and the patriot seeks 
continually areas for agreement, not for 
disunion. 

No doubt eighty per cent of the people 
of this country hope to avoid war but it 
is also true that as large a proportion want 
to see Hitlerism defeated and a construc- 
tive solution in the Far East. 

The range of choice is therefore lim- 
ited, and determined by events and reali- 
ties not by abstract wishes. The areas of 
agreement are infinitely larger than the 


areas of disagreement, if first things are 
put first—yes, if America is put first. 

And these areas of agreement are essen- 
tial even in order to maintain a vigorously 
constructive opposition. For there are 
many things to be opposed in the conduct 
of our policy. I should like to see Mr. 
Willkie, for instance, launch out and ex- 
coriate some of the procedures in Wash- 
ington, But Mr. Willkie must rightly feel 
hesitant to do so, when the policy itself is 
in continual question. j 

This country has enemies within its 
gates, But they can only become powerful 
insofar as they are able to exploit dis- 
agreements between those who are, essen- 
tially, friends, and will prove to be friends 
in a showdown — unless disagreements 
have grown into cleavages, and acrimonies 
become exaggerated out of all hope of 


peace. ‘

Our War Effort in Terms 
of Recruiting 
By GRANT DEXTER 

OTTAWA.—-If you take 100 young men 
in Quebec, only 42.8 of them will be “A” 
category fighting men, 

If you take 100 young men in the other 
provinces there wiil be 63.6 “A” category 
fighting men. 

Prince Edward Island stands highest 
in physical fitness with 71.5 per cent, next 
comes Manitoba with 67.7 and then Sas- 
katchewan with 67.5. 

These and other interesting facts with 
respect to compulsory military training 
were placed on Hansard by Hon. J. T. 
Thorson jn the recent sittings of parlia- 
ment. 

Compulsory training began in Novem- 
ber, 1940, when the 30-day policy was put 
into effect. There were three such periods 
and then a lapse before the four-month 
policy begin in April. The statistics given 
by Mr. Thorson cover, On all points, the 
first nine training periods (from Novem- 
bed 1940 to September 1941). On other 
points, data on the first ten periods are 
available. The picture therefore, is fairly 
complete. 

So far, compulsory military training 
has been authorized for single men or 
childless widowers who were 21 to 24 
years of age as of July 1, 1940, inclusive, 
and all such men as they become 21 years 
of age subsequent to that date. 


Two Departments 


Two departments are concerned with 
training—National Defence and National 
War Services. The basis for the cail-ups 
is the national registration of August, 1940. 

National defence decides how many 
men are required for training in each mili- 
tary district. The numbers, particularly 
under the four-month scheme, have varied 
widely. The governing factor is the ac- 
commodation available in training centres. 
It is apparent that the preference has gone 
to active service recruits and that trainees 
have been called only as needed to fill up 
these centres. Thus where recruiting is 
good, there are liable to be fewer trainees 
called than where recruiting is bad—be-

Have Profound Influence 

on War Situation

There is considerable speculation 
tates and elsewhere about the 
President Roos€velt’s or- 
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“Turkey Is Vital” 
Perhaps, however, the clearest clue to 
the secret of the situation is given in Pre- 
sident Roosevelt's own words, in his com- 


ment on the new order. The President 
said: 

“The defense of Turkey now is vita] to 
the defense of the United States.” 

The implication here is not entirely 
economic. There is a distinctly military 
flavor about it. It recalls the tone of the 
presidental comment at the time Amer- 
ican troops were sent to Iceland. 

There are many who believe—and with 
good precedent for the belief—that the 
American administration, by defining 
defense as a zone essential to American 
defense, has legally and morally cleared 
the way for some sort of defensive mili- 
tary action in that area. 

Certainly, this unexpected develop- 
ment gives powerful indications of some 
startling plan whose details have not yet 
been given to the public. 

This circumstance, reflecting a new

On the good side, Russia’s entry into 
the sixth month of conflict reveals these 
factors: 

1. The unshattered morale of the Rus- 
sian armed forces and the apparent deter- 
mination of the army and government to 
see the thing through no matter what dif- 
ficulties may lie ahead. 

2. Improved co-ordination and succéss- 
ful reorganization of the Russian armies 
along the present lines, despite five months 
of German annihilation and encirclement 
tactics. 

3. The moving up of heavy reinforce- 
ments into vital sectors of the front and 
training of reserves in the rear. 

4. Increased effectiveness of the Soviet 
defense methods against Nazi blitz tactics. 

5. Bolstering of weak points in the vast 
battle-line so that the Russian front shows 
more uniformity than before. 

6. Advantages gained through pro- 
longation of resistance at such important 
industria] centres as Moscow, Leningrad 
and the Don basin, permitting the trans- 
fer of considerably more industrial equip- 
ment to the rear than might otherwise 
have been possible 

7. Arpival in growing volume of Brit- 
ish and American war materials. British 
tanks moved into action on the Russian 
front almost simultaneously with the 
opening of the British offensive in Libya. 

& Approach of the Russian winter 
which not only impedes military opera- 
tions on this front, but also is diminishing 
the danger of any immediate attack on 
the Soviet Union's frigid Far Eastern 
frontiers. 


Bad Features 


Against these hopeful factors, most of 
which have a bearing on the capacity of 
the Soviet Union to carry on a long-term 
war, must be balanced the following un- 
favorable features of the situation: 


1, Renewal of the German push ‘o- 
wards"Moscow and the effort to encircle 
Leningrad. 


2. The manifold problems created 
through the loss of territory, industries 
and valuable mineral and agricultural re- 
sources in Western Russia and the 
Ukraine. 

3. German seizure of most of the Cri- 
mea and attempt to seize the base of the 
Black Sea fleet at Sebastopol. 

4. The Nazi threat to the oil fields and 
supply lies of the Caucasus as a result of 
their penetration into the Don basin. 

These are all matters of extremely 
serious concern. But the fact remains that 
Moscow, Leningrad and the Caucasus are 
still Russian after five months of the 
heaviest and most skilful attack that has 
ever been levelled by cone nation against 
another in all the history of the world. 

Into this picture, then, comes the new 
factor of a suddenly co-operative Turkey, 
a Turkey whose northwestern frontier 
abuts upon Georgia and the southern tip 
of the disputed and vital Caucasus. 

It is the unexpected introduction 
an element in the situation which may 
help to turn the scales in Russia's favor.

The National War Services department 
gets the order to call a given number of 
trainees in each district. The department 
carries out this order and delivers the men 
to the training centres. Once a trainee en- 
ters camp he passes under the contro] of 
the National Defence Department. 

Youngest First 

The part played by National War Serv- 
ices, therefore, is strictly limited, but is 
extremely important. Trainees are called 
in order of age. Men of the callable groups 
are sorted according to birthdays and the 
youngest are called first. 

In each military district a branch of 
the department has been established with 
a registrar and staff. This staff does the 
calling. All questions of postponement, 
scruples of conscience, etc., are decided by 
boards of three men each. Thére is a board 
in each district and the chairman in every 
ease is a high court judge. Up to a few 
weeks ago, the Minister of National War 
Services had certain powers with respect 
to postponements but on the recommenda- 
tion of Mr. Thorson, the present minister, 
these powers have been annulled, leaving 
the boards supreme. Their rulings are 
“final and conclusive.” 

Having received notice of call, a man 
goes to any physician “in good standing” 
and is examined according to army stand- 
ards. The government pays the doctor $1 
for the examination. If the man is pro- 
nounced category A he reports for duty; 
if category B or lower the doctor’s cer- 
tificate is forwarded to the divisional of- 
fice and the man carries on in civilian life. 


Examination 

As at the taking of the registration 
there were 288,433 eligible men in the 21 
to 24 age groups and the then 20-year olds, 
91,175, have since qualified for service. 
How many of these had already enlisted 
is not of public record. In the first nine 
training periods 209,298 men were exam-

Reconditioning 


There was obviously some doubt in the 
House of Commons as, to the dependability 
of these medica! inspections and, equally, 
a strong feeling that many men could be 
quickly brought up to fighting standard 
if given good food and exercise. Mr. 
Thorson, under question said that plans 
for “reconditioning” men were being pre- 
pared. And there is ample provision in 
the regulations to check the medical ex- 


aminations. So far il has not been thought 
necessary to do this as there has been no 
shortage of callable men. Where deemed 
necessary, medical boards, comprising 
three doctors can be set up to review medi- 
cal examination made by private practi- 
tioners. There was clearly a strong feel- 
ing in the commons that such boards 
should be created and put to work as 
quickly as possible. 

Having passed as A category, it is in 
order for any man to appeal to the divis- 
ional for postponement of service. It is 
impossible to get an outright exemption 
unless one is a Mennonite or a Doukhobor 
or a conscientious objector. The boards, 
however, can grant postponements up to 
six months and may renew for six month 
periods without limit. 


Posiponements 


In the first ten training periods post- 
ponements asked for and granted totalled 
35,042. Herewith is a breakdown by prov- 
inces and, in part, by occupations.

One additional fact is of interest. There 
have been 378 exemptions granted to con- 
scientious objectors other than Mennon- 
ites and Doukhobors. These are located: 
Ontario 38; Quebec 13; the Maritimes 3; 
Manitoba 5; Saskatchewan 77; Alberta 
129; British Columbia 113. Why the ratio 
of conchiies is so high in the three western 
provinces is not explained. 

There is evidently a marked lack of 
uniformity in granting postponements. Mr, 
Thorson is aware of this and said that con- 
ferences have been held to try and remedy 
the defect. He is not very hopeful, how- 
ever, on this point, 

_ So far as manpower is concerned, the 
figures are interesting. For example, in 
Quebec 79,250 are called for medical in- 
spection. Only 34,046 are A category and 
about 12,000 get postponements, leaving 
22,000 for training. In Ontario, 56,326 are 
called and 35,425 are A category. Only 
some 8,000 are granted postponements and 
27,000 go into training. 

It is also surprising that more fisher- 
men were granted postponements in Man- 
itoba than in any other province, includ- 
ing Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and Brite 
ish Columbia.
